No other 
empire than his Had such varied and antagonistic races to hold in 
union as his, but he held them all at peace and comparative order 
.W-becoming a member of each, speaking the dialect of Vienna, the 
language of Austria, HungaVy, Bohemia, Bulgar, Bosnia and all, and 
getting at their spirit.

Of all the crowned heads of Europe he was most active and ef- 


fective in urging and securing peace. It is therefore singular above 
all that justly or unjustly, he should have been the one direct cause 
th*t plunged Europe into the mightiest war of the ages. There is 
no hope that mankind will ever eome to any sort of common agree- 
ment as to whether or not he was justified therein, but when lie de- 
clared war upon miserable little Serbia, for what he deemed her 
faflnre to make sufficient apology for the assassination of the heir- 
apparcnt to his throne and offer sufficient guarantees against plot- 
tings in that country, against the security of his empire, he started a 
conflict that swept far beyond human conception, and, no doubt, 


' shortened somewhat his lengthened years. 


GAINS OFFICIAL FAVOR 


The county commissioners have resolved in favor of a new court 


house and have so expressed themselves on record. It may be said 
thev take this stand because they aro public officials. In a sense this 
is true but in a broader and better sense it is not. The fact that 
they arc county officials has given them an intimate knowledge that 
the present structure is altogether inadequate and unlit and as citi- 
zens nnd taxpayers they are willing to take their proportion of the 
burden necessary to relieve from conditions that are well nigh in- 
tolerable. All other county officials are' in accord with them out 
of the same reason and from the same experience. 


There will be a.large number who will not agree with them, but 


we would that every man opposing the building of a new court 
house would visit the present one during a rush at the treasury of- 
fice, or during a busy session of the county commissioners. The ut- 
ter lack of proper accommodations would impress itself upon him; 
in fact, if he have any pride at all in his county and his people he 
would come away ashamed of the miserable shack in which tlio pub- 
lic business is transacted. If he were of an inquiring turn of mind 
and would.visit the other offices he would find conditions even worse 
than those that humiliated him. In every division there are val- 
uable records, which aggregated represent millions of dollars, of 
a truth every dollar's worth of realty in the county and much of 
the personal, the substance of widows and orphans and yet, they are 
without protection against fire and exceedingly little against theft. 
The self-respect of every community demands that the place where, 
it, transacts business shall be sufficiently and decently commodious; 
its security demands that all its property rights preserved therein 
shall be reasonably protected.

No other 
empire than his had such varied and antagonistic races to hold iu 
union as his, but he held them all at peace and comparative order 
bv becoming a member of each, speaking the dialect of Vienna, the 
language of Austria; Hungary, Bohemia, Bulgar, Bosnia and all, and 
getting at their spirit. 


Of all the crowned heads of Europe he wa"s most active and cf- 


fcclive in urging and securing .peace. It is therefore singular above 
all that, justly or unjustly, he should have been the one direct cause 
that plunged Europe into the.:mighticst'War of the ages.

lic business is transacted. If he were of an inquiring turn of mind 
and would visit, the other offices he would find conditions even worse 
than those that humiliated him. In every division there are val- 
uable records, which aggregated represent millions of dollars, of 
a truth every dollar's worth of realty in the county and much of 
the personal, the substance of widows and orphans and yet, they arc 
without protection against fire and exceedingly little against theft. 
The self-respect of every community demands that the place where 
it transacts business shall be sufficiently and decently commodious; 
ils security demands that all its property rights preserved therein 
shall be reasonably protected.
